'$Xi Sterndale-Bcnnctt take hold of it. 

But hero i£ the other aide of it; I had a call a 
few days ago frora Dr. Brown f principal of Victoria College, 
whb stated that he is tremendously intereeted in the work 
Hi ua^»iji3Lton has been doing in physical education, lie pre- 
faced hie remarks, however, by saying that he did not think 
the Jtorgaret Eaton School hau a very promising future ^8 a 
school of literature and dramatic expression. He thought that 
those things were already being token care of ffcirl} ^adequately- 
Tjy the various University drar^atio societies andi instructors in 
^I^Lteatlc 'expression; but he felt that uuch a school as the 
present pargarpt Si ton School would be of tremendous value in 
^tiliation with a college like Victoria College* not so much 
as a teacher- training institution, but as a means of affording 
the badly needed physical education and development of the 
women students of the" College. 

'to* Brown said that he had just come from a meeting 
of > the University Senate, at whioh he had brought the matter 

|$£m|^?* Cody f and others, had stated that the matter had al- 
ready received their consideration as a university feature, 

^P&t .that nothing had eventuatod from it, because no one seemed 
willing to provide the funds necessary for the establishment 
and endowing of suitable premises. 

Dr. Brov/n here remarked that he did not put hi a 
own proposal forward with any view to setting himself in coi.i- 
petlt ion with the University, and that before he would feel at 
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liberty tio make any uefinite proposal, he would want to be 
assured that all olu proposals were uead, and that the Uni- 
versity wats not in the running. 

He then went on to indicate that hie own thought 
was somewhat similar to that of the University Governors 1 , 
namely that Victoria College might provide suitable land on 
Bloor 3t* south side, east of the Lillian llassey School of 
Household Science, and that tuose interested in the Har^aret 
Eaton School should provide funds for a suitable builain 0 
and equipment* 

It is evident that any thought he ha3 in rnina 
does not ohiiaa in with your ideas of what the LTargaret at on 
°:chojl should be* 

With regard to Hart Haute Theatre for the couiin^ 
season, Kr* Sdgar Ctone has resigned, and I have been told, 
thought I cannot vouch for it f that* there is quite a pos- 
sibility of llr* Rux^ert Harvey, a protege of the Governor- 
General, coming here to take charge. This, however* may be 
only a surmise on account of tiarveyj^s conneotion with the 
Canadian JDram festival, anu fairly clo*;e contact with the 
Vincent ?lassey*s., 

Mr* Gordon Hills infome rco that some time a c ;o 
he suggested to Mr* Sterndale -Bennett , in quite a non~co&~ 
Kittall way # that he should draw up a program; which in 
his opinion would be a suitable literaxy and dramatic pros- 
pectus for a school suoh ae the Llargaret Eaton School, and 
that lir* Bennett has cent to England for information regards 
ing the curriculum of the :«oyal Academy of Dramatic Art* 
He Is still awating this, ana wi 11 present his suggestion 
after he has seen it* 

In a note whioh I received from you yosteruay 
morning, you inquired v/hat we thought about linking up the 
centenary of Mr* Timothy -Ua ton v/ith the Toronto centenary* 
Be have already discussed this in our Store Centennial Com- 
mittee, also with Mr* Startup, anu find that there is a strong 
feeling something should be done to link up those two t hilars.
